Mr. Charles Holt, long the editor 
a ad proprietor of the Janesville Ga­ 
zette, but of late years residing at 
Kankakee, III., celebrated his eighty- 
second birtbd&uon Friday last. In bis 
absence f rem his offi e on the occasion 
his editorial associate took occasion to 
print the following relative to the 
event: 
Mr. Charles Holt entertained a few 
friehds at dinner today in commemor 
ation of his eighty-second birthday.

Johnson, Jacob Myers, Franklin Craw­ 
ford.

J. Gifford, F. Swannell, 
Jam es McGraw, R. J. Hanna and Dr. 
Scobey. 
Mr. Holt is still aotive and in good 
health. 
He is at his editorial desk 
every day and prepares his editorial 
copy with aa much zset as in former 
years. 
He is. with 
one exception, 
the oldest editor in the state. 
He 
entered his uncle’s priotii g office a t 
the age of 13 years. 
He was after­ 
ward employed in the Albany Journal 
office when Thurlow Weed was iti 
editor, and in the New York Tribune 
office under Horace Greeley. 
iu the 
early days cf Wisconsin be emigrated 
that section, and reported the proceed­ 
ings of the fi st constitutional conven­ 
tion for the Milwaukee Sentinel, and 
was afterw ard the legislative reporter 
for the same paper. 
For a number of 
years be reported all the political state 
conventions for th SeLtinel. 
In 1848

editorial terrine up to this date gives 
bim a record cf 68 years in a print­ 
ing office, fifty-one of which have been 
occupied in editorial work. 
Mr. Holt cornus from a family of 
printers. 
His father learned his trade 
in the New London (‘Conn ) Bee office 
^itta 
his brother Charles, between 
1790 and 1800. 
Mr. Holt has beld but one public 
office during bis lifetim e—one term as 
Ti corder of deeds of R ck county, Wis. 
He w as solicited to become a candi­ 
date, and accepted on the condition 
th at he should net be requirt d tocsas * 
his newspaper work, but th at the dnl- 
if f should be performed ny a deputy. 
This condition was assented to and he 
was elected without opposition. 
Mr. Holt is still entertaining his 
friends at his borne while this brief 
biography is being w ritten and does 
not suspect th»t he is to be brought 
thus conspicuously before the Gazette’s 
readers. 
Hi* eons believe it a fitting 
time, however, and esteem i t s pleas­ 
ant and deserved filial tribute to gtve 
this outline cf an unusually long and 
sc* ive life—the usefulness of which ie 
n o tended.

reply, and threatening to move troops 
into Manchuria in the event of non­ 
compliance with her demands.

Curzon also said the government had 
no confirmation of the report that Rus­ 
sia had occupied Deer island, Korea, 
nor could the government confirm the 
reports setting forth that Russia was 
strengthening the forts at Port Ar­ 
thur. 
In the house of lords Lord Roberts, 
commander of the forces in Ireland, 
made his expected speech in favor of 
a forward policy on the Indian frontier, 
putting forward the Russian peril and 
•- declaring that the policy of non-inter­ 
ference with the frontier tribes had 
been a complete failure. The speaker 
advocated the advance of British rule 
across the mountains, and traced the 
advance of Russia, saying that if she 
once crossed the Hindoo-Koosh an at­ 
tack upon India was only a m atter of 
time. 
All the morning papers comment on 
the menacing aspect of affairs in the 
far east.

It is no wonder that 
the eyes of the nations are fixed in 
eager expectation upon Japan.

“That there is hereby appropriated 
out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated for the national 
defense, and for each and every pur­ 
pose connected therewith, to be expend­ 
ed at the discretion of the President 
and to remain available until June 30, 
1899, $50,000,000.” 
The bill was referred to the commit­ 
tee on appropriations. 
The Cannon bill, it was learned later, 
was the outcome of a conference held 
at the white house in the morning at 
which Mr. Cannon, Secretary Long, Mr. 
Dingley, Senator Allison and General 
Grosvenor were present. 
! The situation was considered so grave 
that it was deemed imperative that an 
immense appropriation of this charac­ 
ter should be made at once to prepare 
for the national defense. 
The money is wanted primarily as 
[ an emergency fund. It is said by offi­ 
cials who will have the disposition of 
this treasure that it by no means fol­ 
lows because congress places such a 
sum of money in the control of the 
president m at he will feel bound to 
spend all of it. Those who look for a 
wholesale purchase of warships from 
the

The appropriation of $50,000,000 will 
not involve the issue of bonds.

announcement was made by the treas­ 
ury officials, who stated th;;.;. the treas­ 
ury was amply prepared to meet any 
demands that will likely be made up­ 
on it.

LACE’S LINCOLN-M ’CLELLAN STORY. 


9. A. Watrous Cites Some Facts Iu This 
Case—No Sign of Surrender Found In 
the Records In the War Department. 
McClellan and His Army. 


The story told by General Lew 'Wal­ 
lace at a recent Lincoln birthday cele­ 
bration, to the effect that the war presi­ 
dent went to Harrison’s Landing in 
July, 1862, to prevent McClellan from 
surrendering the army of the Potomac, 
has r e c e i v e d 
much 
attention 
and will receive 
vastly more. 
General Wal­ 
la c e ’ s promi­ 
nence during aud j 
since the war and ] 
his high rank as 
va thinker and an 
(\ author are well 
calculated to give 
any statement he 
^ may make 
de­ 
i c i d e d weight. 
However, 
there 
GEN. LEW wra lla c e. 
jg 
still in the 
walks of life a great number of men 
who will be prompt to say that General 
Wallace is mistaken or that he has 
been incorrectly deported relative to the 
sensational story. 
There wa6 no time while the Army of 
the Potomac was on the peninsula in 
1862 when it did not largely outnumber 
the army of northern Virginia, with 
which it contended. At the time Gen­ 
eral Wallace credits Lincoln with say­ 
ing that he was going to Harrison’s 
Landing to prevent McClellan from sur­ 
rendering the battle of Malvern Hill 
had been fought, resulting in a stinging, 
staggering blow to General Lee, and 
the Army of the Potomac was as safely 
quartered as if it had been behind the 
fortifications McClellan had built about 
Washington. 
Look at the records in the war depart­ 
m ent No sign of surrender is found. 
Quite the contrary. July 4 General Mc­ 
Clellan telegraphed the president from 
Harrison’s Bar as follows: 
“ The last of the wagons reached here 
at noon yesterday. The exhaustion was 
very great, but the army preserved its 
morale aul would have repelled any 
attack wbiib the enemy was in position 
to make. Our position can only be taken 
by overwhelming xrumbers. 
The spirit 
of the army is excellent. 
There are 
points whore the enemy can establish 
himself with cannon or musketry and 
command tho river, and where it is not 
certain that our gunboats eau drive him 
off. In case of this or in case our front' 
is broken I \\ ill make every effort to 
preserve at least the personnel of the 
army, aud tho events of the last few 
days leave no question that the troops 
will do all that their commander can 
ask.” 
So McClellan talked when the presi­ 
dent is credited with a belief that it 
was necessary fur bim to interpose to 
prevent a surrender. 
July 7, after the 
Limy had r< ached Harrison’s Landing, 
where it remained six weeks, General 
McClellan said, in a telegram to the 
president: 
“ The enemy has not attacked. 
My 
position is very strong and daily becom- 
ii:g more to. lf not attacked today, I 
shall laugh at them. 
My men are in 
splendid tun its aud anxious to try it 
again. Amini yourself as little as possi­ 
ble about me and don’t lose confidence 
in the army. ’’ 
Does that sound like the talk o f'a 
n an who is con tem plating the surrender 
of his army? On the lith he again ad­ 
dressed the iresident, saying: 
“ We are v er y strong here new, so far 
an (Le deliUkivc is concerned. Hope you 
v iii toen make os strong enough to try 
*r ain.’4 No appearance of a disposition 
to surrender in tb?t. 
Tho next day “ Little Mac’’ sent this 
to Washington: 
“ The men are resting well, but be 
ginning to be impatient for another 
fight. 
I am more and more concerned 
that this army ought not to bo with­ 
drawn from here, bur promptly reen ­ 
forced aud thrown again upon .Rich­ 
mond. 
If we have a little more than 
half a chance, we can take it.” 
Let me quote mere from McClellan, 
this time from the letters written his 
wife. July 9, 1862, after President Lin­ 
coln had visited him at 
Harrison’s 
Landing, on the James river, McClellan 
said to his wife: 
“ His excellency was here yesterday 
and left this morning. He found the 
army anything but demoralized or dis­ 
pirited. It is in excellent spirits.” 
On July 13 he said: “ The probability 
is that I will attack again very soon— 
as soon as some losses are supplied. I 
. flatter myself that this army is a greater 
thorn in the side of the rebellion than 
ever, and I most certainly (with God’s 
blessing) intend to take Richmond with 
it.” 
Among the war records there are also 
various letters and dispatches from Pres­ 
ident Lincoln to General McClellan 
while the latter was on the peninsula, 
indicating that the president was fear­ 
ful that the Army of the Potomac 
would be destroyed. On several occa­ 
sions in these dispatches or letters he 
.appealed to McClellan to save the army, 
but no word from McCellan to the 
president or the secretary of war or to 
bis wife has ever been found indicating 
that for an instant be entertained the 
thought that the Army of the Potomac 
would be destroyed or that it would be 
necessary for bim to surrender it. 
It seems almost monstrous to bint 
that 100,000 men and such generals aa 
{Sumner, Hooker, x Kearny, 
Hancock. 
Sedgwick and others could be driven 
into surrendering to an army of 60,000 
they bad just defeated at Malvern Hill. 
Surely General Wallace has made a 
mistake—a grievous mistake. The story 
is absurd. 
Mr.‘Lincoln was at times very iron 
leal. 
When a delegation appealed to 


bim for the removal of Grant from his 
command, claiming that his intemper­ 
ate habits were a menace to the army, 
Lincoln asked them if they knew7 what 
kind of whisky Grant drank, adding 
that if he knew he would buy many 
barrels of it aud present one to each of 
a large number of bis generals. 
The outcome of the peninsula cam­ 
paign was distressing to Mr. Lincoln, 
a« it was to the army and the whole 
north. Mr. Lincoln may have said iron­ 
ically that he was going to visit tho 
Army of the Potomac to see that it was 
not surrendered, but General Wallace, 
with all of his knowledge of the man, 
ought to have known then, as he should 
now, that Mr. Lincoln did not mean 
that there was any danger of McClel 
Ian’s surrendering the Army of the Po 
tomac. 
Two years later Lincoln was the Re­ 
publican candidate for president and 
McClellan the Democratic candidate. If 
McClellan had contemplated the sur­ 
render of the Army of the Potomac at 
Harrison’s Landing two years.before, 
the fact would have been brought out in 
i that exciting political contest. What a 
campaign story it would have made. 
How suddenly it would have brought 
the Democratic national committee to 
gether to demand the declination of Mc 
Clellan. 
A word more about McClellan and his 
army. 
George fi. McClellan was the 
only commander who had the love of 
the Army of the Potomac. 
The others 
were loyally followed, but not loved. 
So it was with Burnside, with Hooker, 
with Meade and indeed Grant. It gave 
Meade respect and confidence. 
It gave 
Grant admiration, confidence and its ut­ 
most support. 
To believe the story that General 
Wallace tells is to believe that McClel 
lan was a traitor. Only a traitor could 
have contemplated surrender at that 
time. 
Who believes McClellan was a 
traitor? He was not a great general ex­ 
cept in two respects. 
He knew bow to 
organize an army and build fortified 
tions. No one exceeded him in these re­ 
spects. He was too tender hearted to be 
a fighting general like Grant, Sherman, 
Sheridan, Thomas, 
Lee, Longstreet, 
Gordon, Warren, Hancock, Gibbon and 
many others. But he was not a traitor. 
General Wallace has made a cruel mis­ 
take.—J. A. Watrous in Chicago Ti Hies- 
Herald.
